Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The combination of Cohen-Levy's user-specific 
access control space and Nelson's domain-specific control space, in combination, provide the "plural selectable computer spaces" of the 
present claims. The phrase "where one or more users is located during access" reads at least upon Nelson's domains as indicating 
location, and separate domains also invariably involve plural physical locations. Joint control over "access to a computer object" as 
claimed is therefore properly rejected as obvious under 35 USC 103.
